flood taxes 

Our article on Flood Control direct assess¬ 
ment tax in last week’s issue of The News generated 
considerable interest. 

Readers might be interested to know that 
money generated by this direct assessment, as 
estimated for the County Board of Supervisors 
meeting on July 26, 1984, will bring in a 
$56,600,(KK) tax bonus for the Flood Control. 

This is in addition to the money generated 
by their rate of .015876 per $100 of assessed 
valuation, which, in itself, is almost double the 
rate for our schools. 

In view of this, we wonder why they can’t 
repair our streets which their heavy trucks destroyed 
in cleaning out basins, or maintain the basins in an 
exemplary fashion, as once was the case. 

Fast week’s article listed various factors which 
the Flood Control uses in computing your direct 
assessment (the added amount at the bottom of your 
tax bill). 

Readers have reported some confusion in at¬ 
tempting to use these factors to compute their 
assessments. 

The formula, to put it mildly, is confusing 
and our attempt to clarify may, or may not re¬ 
sult in enlightenment. 

As noted previously, the basic formula is; 
$15.72 X area of your parcel X runoff factor, 
divided by .0637. Unfortunately, the runoff factors

Volunteer work continues on Float 


Volunteers have already started working on the 
float being entered in the Tournament of Roses 
Parade in Pasadena on New Year’s Day. Work has 
been going On for the past month at the Sierra 
Madre Rose Float Association’s float building in 
Sierra Vista Park. 

Initial construction has covered the structural 
design of the 1985 Tournament of Roses entry by 
the city of Sierra Madre. Welding, the steel plat¬ 
form, aoil vehicle body work have at! been Com¬ 
pleted under the direction of Construction Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Pete Gonzales. 


The large basket, basket handle, doves, and 
the float apron are now being covered with wire 
prior to the spraying and “cocooning” of the entire 
float.

Options for incorrect billing pay 


Several weeks ago the Sierra Madre News 
announced to Sierra Madre residents that their 
property owners’ tax bills were in error. 
The error, we reported, involves the tax assess¬ 
ment for the San Gabriel Water District. 

According to Don Termath, city finance 
director, the county tax assessor’s office in¬ 
formed him that corrected bills would be 
available in January. 

Therefore, he says. Sierra Madreans have 
three options and they follow; 

— They may wait until January when the 
corrected billing arrives then pay within 15 
days of receipt of the bill. 

— They may pay the first half of the exist¬ 
ing billing by Dec. 10. When the corrected 
January bill arrives, deduct the December pay¬ 
ment from the total billing and pay the balance 
on Apr. 10. 

— They may pay the total bill, deducting 


the San Gabriel Valley Water District charges, 
if there is any difference in the final amount, 
they may make the adjustment tor the Apr. 10 
deadling. 

Termath believes the second option is the 
best of the three. He says it is the simplest 
to understand and seems the simplest to im¬ 
plement. However, each resident should use the 
option that best suits him or her.

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Safety first 

The Greater Los Angeles Chapter of 
National Safety Council has come up with 
five “Yule Rules” and suggests we all live 
by them. These wise rules follow: 
follow: 

— The finest Christmas wrappings for 
your safety and safety of all pas¬ 
sengers in your car are set belts and they 
do not go out of season when the holidays 
are over. They must, however, be worn to 
be effective. 

— Drive with the holiday spirit, not spirits. 
More than half of all traffic fatalities dur¬ 
ing December Involve drinking drivers. 
There is only one sensible rule on driv¬ 
ing and drinking — DON'T. 

— Walk on the dry side. One out of every 
four holiday season accidents involves a 
pedestrian who has been drinking. 

— Avoid the Christmas crush. December 
is the deadliest traffic month of the year. 
Experienced drivers yield the right of way, 
maintain safe following distances, signal 
properly and give a “brake” to pedestrians. 

— Give yourself a gift. This gift is “peace 
of mind” and It can be obtained by know¬ 
ing that you have not intentionally done 
anything to endanger others during the 
holiday season. 

An alternative... 

“Last year over 600 Americans lost 
their lives during the period between 
Christmas Eve and New Year’s Day in 
motor vehicle accidents and thousands 
more were Injured. More than half were 
alcohol-related,” according to Joseph M. 
Kaplan, president of the Greater Los An¬ 
geles Chapter National Safety Council. 

The holidays are traditionally a time 
when carelessness, drinking and driving, 
and accidents accompany the festivities, 
cautions the safety leader. “However, If 
people would recognize the high risks of 
drinking and driving, and of driving care¬ 
lessly, there would be fewer deaths on the 
roadways this holiday season.” 

Kaplan offers a variety of suggestions 
for assuring that your holiday celebration 
doesn’t end in tragedy. 

Arrange for a ride from someone who 
you know will not be sampling the spirits, 
so that you can guarantee a sober trip 
home. 

— If you absolutely must drive, adhere 
to the “one for one” rule. That means 
limiting yourself to one drink an hour and 
making sure you wait one hour before 
driving for each drink you take. An hour 
is the time it takes for the alcohol in one 
drink to be absorbed by the body. 

— Hosts at parties might try offering 
some appetizing alternatives to alcoholic 
beverages, such as fruit punch. Drinks 
should stop being served about one hour 
before the party breaks up and coffee 
shouid be made available. However, do 
not be misguided into believing that cof¬ 
fee does anything more than create a wide¬ 
awake drunk. 

— Keep tabs on your guests, if they are 
intoxicated, do not let them drive home. 
Offer a ride or bed to sleep on, but do 
not let them drive. Friends don’t let friends 
get drunk. 

— Caution is the key word for motorists 
to avoid being the victim of some other 
driver’s mistake. 

— Buckie up your safety belt to protect 
you from being killed or injured in the 
event of an accident.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

For many people who are hopelessly 
nearsighted or hopele.ssly farsighted, Roger 
Bacon should, if he isn’t already, be considered 
our ultimate idol, our hero, our lifesaver! 

If it hadn’t been for Mr. Bacon, we still 
would have been groping our way around the 
world, or holding a book several arm’s length 
just so we could see it. 

Mr. Bacon has been credited for making 
the first spectacles’ way back in the 13th 
century A.D. It all came about because monks 
needed to read their finely-written manuscripts, 
and it became awkward to turn a page while 
holding two pieces of magnifying glasses up to 
their eyes.

Postman is also a jazz musician 


Mike Dcak (pronounced *‘day-ock”) leads a 
double life. During the day he is a postman in 
Sierra Madre and at night he’s a jazz musician. 

For him it’s the perfect life until the time 
comes when he is able to spend all his time playing 
the piano, therefore, able to support himself with 
his music. 

Dcak comes by music naturally since his father 
was a concert pianist, studying with Franz Lizst, 
Bela Bartok and Zoltan Kodaly, and his uncle is 
professor emeritus at USC in cello and chamber 
music. 

How does Deak describe his music? He plays 
in much the same mode as Bill Evans. “I feel 
his conservation of musical energy. Everything was 
concise. He could say more in one phrase — he 
was a lyrical pianist. I believe he was the equivalent 
of the Impressionist classical composer.” He says he 
assimilated Evans’ musical personality. 

Dcak studied piano with his father whose studio 
was upstairs in the Arcade building in Pasadena.

Dixie was a code name and came from the song 
that goes “Is It True What They Say About 
Dixie?” Fragments of information gathered by this 
group were helpful to our State Department, Office 
of Strategic Services (OSS), the Navy and our 
Army Air Force. 

The Japanese had occupied parts of eastern 
China and the Chinese Communists, not the Na¬ 
tionalists, were fighting them. By befriending the.se 
Communists, we were able to establish the Dixie 
Mission, interrogate the Japanese they captured and 
accomplish other things necessary to the war 
effort. Sho Nomura was the interrogator of the 
Japanese prisoners to gain valuable information 
about how strong the enemy was and their order 
of battle. 

For five years Nomura also served as Japanese 
interpreter for Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

Arcadia resident. Chuck Dole, was also a 
Dixie Mission member. He was a meteorologist 
and has retired from the Air Force. Weather 
information was vital then for the flying operations 
of those vintage planes. 

The Russians, although they were our war¬ 
time allies, would not share their weather infor¬ 
mation with us — information we needed from 
that part of the world. Chuck, therefore, was in 
charge of training and stationing meteorologists at 
various locations on the flight paths for our planes 
going to and coming from Japan. The “Mission” 
also gave aid to our pilots of the bombers that 
came limping back. 

Sho, ironically, was recruited for this wartime 
service after he and his family were interned in 
one of our Japanese wartime internment camps. 

He was born in Arcadia in 1918 when his 
father was farming land owned by Lucky Baldwin’s 
older daughter Clara. Her home still stands at 
291 W. Foothill in Arcadia. 

When Sho was a year old, the family moved 
to Sierra Madre and his father opened a grocery 
store near where Imperial Savings is today. Later, 
he started Sierra Produce in San Gabriel, a company 
still in progress today, although under different 
“ownership. 

When war broke out, the family was sent to 
the internment camp. Sho found camp life very 
boring; there was just nothing to do. So, when he 
was approached by the Army for special intelligence 
work, he was eager to go. Intensive training followed 
and then he joined the Dixie Mission in Yenan. 

Yenan is a dry, treeless area with few 
buildings. The Dixie Mission people, along with the 
Chinese Communists, lived in caves.

vary, according to the Flood Control’s wisdom, 
with almost every different use of land. A complete 
list of the different runoff factors appeared in 
the Nov. 29 article. 

Complicating an already confusing formula are 
the sets of figures used to compute some residen¬ 
tial properties. These were also listed. They include 
single residence property - up to .3257 acre: 
.4176, in excess: .0190; duplex — up to .6514 
acre: .4176, in excess: .0190; 3-unit — up to 
.9771 acre: .6815, in excess: .0190; 4-unit — up to 
(.3028 acres: .8194, in excess: .0190. 

These properties require a double computa¬ 
tion — one for the area of the property under 
the magic area amount (the “up to” figures above), 
with one runoff factor, and a second for the 
remainder of the area (the “in excess” figures 
above), with a different runoff factor. 

We give the following example for a one- 
acre single residence property: $15.72 X .3257 
acre X .4176 runoff, divided by .0637, PLUS 
$15.72 X remainder of the property (one acre, 
less .3257 acre) X .0190 runoff, divided by .0637.

as reflected by Thomas Jefferson when he wrote in 
1787, ‘A Bill of Rights is what the people are 
Bill of Rights.” Erhart emphasizes the significance 
of the Bill of Rights, a document that we can 
still be proud of today. 

President Reagan recently announced, “On

1 used to deliver 
the L.A. Daily News to 
them. They were both 
very pleasant to talk to. 
They later moved to the 
southeast part of town. 
I’m not positive, but 1 
believe they both died of 
mushroom poisoning. 

After World War 11 
someone remodeled a 
few rooms in the Pinney 
House and Mrs. Robert 
Solomon lived there. She 
was the widow of the 
Solomon who handled 
the legal affairs for the 
Jameson Estate. She had 
a son by a former mar¬ 
riage. His name was 


Bob, but 1 don’t remem¬ 
ber his last name. 

I would also like to 
■sei something else straight. 
Jimmy Durante’s mother 
could not have been a 
patient in the Pinney 
House Sanitarium. She 
died when Jimmy was 
quite young. It was Jim¬ 
my and his wife, the 
former Jeanie Olsen, 
who used to spend time 
at Dr. Thomas’ Sani¬ 
tarium. 

It was here that I met 
and photographed Jim¬ 
my. I did not take pic¬ 
tures of his wife, for 
although she was a pret¬ 
ty blue-eyed blonde, she 
* had two black eyes at 
the time. She told me 
she had run into a door. 


This should yield the same amount as shown 
on your tax bill. 

The same double set of formulas must be 
applied to double, triple and 4-unif properties which 
are larger than the magic cut-off area (the “up 
to” figures listed above.).

We strongly 
urge readers to insist on speaking with Cady. As 
we noted last week, we did, and the information 
he gave us saved us $273.16.
